Should Remove Restriction. 
In addition to recommending con- 


tinued service, the President said 
he thought Congress also should 
remove restrictions on the number 
of selectees Inducted each year.

He also urged Congress provide 
that employers be asked to contin- 
ue keeping open jobs for men who 
have been held In the army. 


He promised to direct the return 
to civil life of those whose reten-
